Southern Alberta is heading straight 
into a similar crisis, although no‘ real 
hardship will be of det if heavy rains 
come soon. 
~ “We are very ween concerned about 
the situation that ig developing,” G. A. 
‘Gaherty, President of Calgary Power 
‘Ltd., told the Albertan this week. 
~ Calgary power, which serves Cal- 
gary and much of southern and ‘cen- 
tral Alberta, gets most of its power 
from the Bow River .system above Cal- 
gary. All of its five hydro plants are 
“dependent upon mountain run-off for 
‘their water. Last winter the snowfall 
was lighter than normal, and since 


then precipitation in the mountains | 


has been exceedingly light. The Cal- 
gary figures, 4.74 inches since April 1, 
compared with a normal of 12.18 inch- 
es, suggests how ! 
has been in the niduntains that water 
the Bow and its tributaries. Actually 
the flow of the Bow River has been 
lower year than it was ever known 
fo be ; according to Mr. Gaherty 
and the ‘ dominion water and power 
bureau. 

On the other hand, the “load” of 

Calgary Power is constantly increas- 
ing. More farm systems. are being 
hooked up every.day. New industries 
by the dozens are demandingyand get- 
ting large supplies of electricity. 
. The Spray project, which will start 
turning out power in 18 months, will 
almost double the company's output 
‘but it wofi’t have its storage in use un- 
til the next spring. In the meantime 
the water shortage is greatly aggra- 
vating what would have been a serious 
crisis even with normal river flow. 

The company hopes to get through 
the winter with no serious power ra- 
tioning, but only the weatherman will, 
decide, 

In the meantime all possible eteam- 
generated eléetricity is being purchas- 
ed. The company is concluding a new 


agreement x 

steam whereby it 
will obtain about 90,000,000 kilowatt 
hours in the next year. at a cost of 
about half a million dollars, Further, 
Calgary Power is buylng from Cana- 
dian Utffities, steam plant'and from 
the Lethbridge plant. It operates the 
14,000-kilowatt steam plant in Calgary 
and Js currently converting ft from 
half ‘coal, half-gas basis to all gas. 

‘The agreement with Edmonton, in- 
cidently, is reciprocal. Calgary Power 
agrees to supply Edmonton in emer- 
gencies. During the last emergency, 
weveral weeke ago, when all of Edmon 
ton was suddeni¥ cut off, Calgary 
Power met its commitment, although 
it.had to cut down the nitrogen plant 
at Calgary from 27,000 to 7,000 kilo- 
watt to do so. 

Although every drop:of water in the 
Bow is being carefully conserved and 
utilized in this emergency, it. will be 
recalled that even with low winter pre- 
cipitation and light spring runoff, the 
Bow was flowing high and fast in May, 
with much of the run-off going right 
past the several plants and _ serving 
no useful purpose anywhere on its 
flight to Hudson Bay. If more of that 
water could have been conserved, the 
shortage would not be so’ serious now. 

It can be conserved in two ways. One 
is by protecting and improving the 
natural covering where the. winter 
snow falls, so the moisture is released 
slowly throughout the whole of the 
er. The other method, more ex- 
pensive, is to build reservoirs. The 
Spray project will provide much more 
additional reservoir space. 


If it gains a good deal this fall Cal- 
gary Power will get through the win- 
ter. And if it get@through this win- 
ter and the next, the crisis will prob- 
ably be over, for at least several yedrs.

The problem ap- 
pears to be oné of large And seridus 
proportions anq will presumably re- 
quire a great deal of effort on the part 
of all those in veterans welfare work 
if the challenge which it represents is 
to be met.) 

Most Welfare ottioste (and by that 
I mean all those who handle problems 
of the World War II Army veteran) 
know Jonesy pretty well. His name 
isn’t necessarily JO , but we haye 
come to refer to him @ that because 
he happens along so often. 

He Had Few 

He's the. guy who had few, maybe 
no responsibilities before he joined the 
Army. During his service he got him- 
with, for the obvious reason that the 
still didn’t have to recognize the usual 
trials and tribulations. connected there 
with, for the obvious reason that he 
family finances were being looked af- 
ter by his Missus who could count 
every month on her dependent’s allow- 
ance and assigned pay. 

Came demobilizdtion and Mr. Jones 
still had a: “floor” under him. There 
was his rehabilitation grant, his grat- 
uities, his. re-establishment credit, and 
many other féatures of the comprehen- 
sive rehabilitatign program designed 
to cushion his landing back on « civvy 
street. 

Now—three and four years after— 
comes reality. Finally Jonesy has come 
to the point where he must live on his 
earning power. Expenses, which for 
so long he hasn't had to worry too 
much about, must now be met out of 
the pay check. ether words, he 
must now learn live within his in- 
come.’ \ 

What usually brings Jonesy to the 
Army Benevolent Fund is some sort of 
‘heavy mediéal bills 
or some type of calamity—and this is 
where the ABF policy of a complete 
solution, comes in, 

In the eyes of the ‘Fund there is no 
value in merely paying. off Jones’ 
debts, leaving him to struggle on, fin- 
ally getting into a worse jackpot and 
having to come to the Fund for fur- 
ther help. Rather; the Fund believes 
that the important thing for Jonesy is 
some good sound. budgeting advice and 
when ‘Mr, Jones can give the Fund the 
assurance that’he can keep out of hot 
water in the future, then the Fund 


can consider helping him with his 
debts.

Depression Preventable 
States U.S. Economist 


The United States is not in a depres- 
sion today and need not fear one if 
available means are used to prevent it, 
declares W. Walter Williams, chair- 
man of the Committee for Economic 
Development, in The Reader's Digest 
for October. 

American economy is in a dip, Wil- 
liams concedes, and though the dip is 
really a “wholesome adjustment from 
boom to normal,” there is nothing 
“wholesome” in the personal situa- 
tions of 3,778,000 unemployed—a total 
a million and a half greater than a 
year -age. 

But Williams urges Americans to re- 
‘gard some of the “amazing strengths” 
in the: economic picture of today, as 
compared with 1929, There has been no 
speculative frenzy in real estate, com- 
modities or stocks. In 1929, brokers’ 
loans, to help the public buy stocks on 
credit, had: risen to $8% billion; today 
such loans are less than half of * one 
billion dollars. American private debt 
today is only 85 percent of national 
income, but in 1929 it was 185 percent. 
Price supports for farmers’ products 
and unemployment insurance benefits 
tor: men out of work are cushions ex-. 


isting today against economic distress. 

Such measures, however, have not 
prevented the current recession,’ Wil- 
liams points out. Attributing tne dip 
to businessmen’s cuftailment of pur- 
chases of supplies and ‘consumers’ 
postponement of buying, the author 
says expenditures have been limited 
not by inability to buy but by unwill- 
ingness to buy. Businessmen and con- 
sumers alike should overcome their un 
willingness to buy and employ immed- 
iately their ability to buy.

It is with fear and trembling that we enter into any dis- 
cussion of the devaluation question. A question that keeps the 
economists guessing naturally poses a rather difficult problem 
for the editor of a weekly newspaper, and any comments he

reserve. However it is a question which must be discussed and 
one which is to have a very important effect upon our future. 
In the first place, the action which was taken was not of a 
precipitate nature, It was taken only after a great deal of 
. ‘thought and no doubt after many consultations. The British 
‘ Labor government could not have afforded to take such action 
without a reasonable assurance frém those who should know, 
that it was the proper and advisable course to take. Their 
need for utmost caution in this regard springs: from two basic 
facts, The first is the serious condition in which Britain: finds 
herself at this time — not so desperate that any change would 
be an improvement — but desperate enough that-it-was no 
time for experimentation. The second was that the Labor gov- 
ernment itself is-on rather insecure ground, and its tenure of 
office could be easily terminated by a gross error, 

However, the success of the whole plan appears to rest on 
a.number of presumptions which may or may not work out in 
the desirable sway. Primarily it makes exporting easier and im- 
porting more difficult, which might be expected to result in an 
increase in exports and a decrease in imports, and thus bring 

_ about a more favorable trade balance. But this favorable con- 
clusion can only be obtained with the co-operation of bothe 
those in Britain and those in the countries which import Brit- 
ish goods. Co-operation from those in Britain by maintaining 
their sale prices at the same pound Sterling level as before’ the 
devaluation and co-operation of those in countries which im- 
port from Britain in not raising tanriff barriers or placing other 
obstacles in the way of British goods. 

Reports to date indicate that the first form of co-operation 
may not be forthcoming in its fullest sense. British manufac- 
turers have already indicated that there may be a move to rais- 
ing their prices so that the dollar value of their products will 
remain much the-same as previously. It is well known that 
fluctuations of the price of goods have a very pronouced bear- 
ing on the financial standing of any firm which has substantial 

‘stocks on hand or on consignment, and; moreover it may well 
be anticipated that the increased living costs brought about by 


the devaluation of the pound, may result in a widespread de- ~ 


mand for increased wages by the British worker. 


Any such raising of wages and prices in Britain would ne-’ 


gate the effectiveness of the whole plan, which aims at lower- 
ing of export prices when measured in dollars, and a conse- 
quent increase in the demand for British goods. 

While no moves have actually been made to reduce the 
importing of goods from Britain by Canada or the United 
States, there is every possibility that producers of goods in 
these countries, who are in competition with Britain may 
bring pressure to bear on their governments, asking that high- 
er tariffs be imposed or antidumping laws invoked. Their ac- 
tion tob, will be founded: on the contention that the exporting 
of large quantities of British goods will result in lowered em- 
ployment on this side of the water. 

We ‘still cling to the opinion that if Britain had lots of 
the goods we want available for sale at prices we want to pay 
shé@ could do.a lot more business. We also hang to the old fash- 
ioned idea that it is pretty hard to. produce less goods and. en- 
joy more. Somebody has got to pay the incréased prices that 
result from restricted production, and all too likely it will be 
us... the little men ... . the final consumer. : 

Having had to work for ourselves for many years, we must 
admit that we haven’t much sympathy with five day weeks and 
production limits as are’how insisted on by Labor Unions on 
both sides of the water. Very few of our readers could progress 
very far along the road to prosperity if they limited themselves 
to a forty hour week, and had a ceiling on their daily produc- 
tion, and to us it seems astonishing that a country in the des- 
perate economic plight that Britain ‘is in today, should find her 
working men insisting on their “rights.” to the extent that they 
do, 

It seems to us that a little more of the pioneer (or wartime) 
spirit, of getting done what has to be done without insisting too 

‘much on ones rights, would prove just about as effective in 
remédying the British problem as dangerous monetary ex- 
periments.

We are reacting .to that as free men 
normally reaet to taxation without re- 
presentation. For, while the C.B.C. is 
a servant of the government, it is sin- 
gularly free from ‘anything but the 
most general control, direction or sup- 
ervision.

The C.B.C,, ih its best bureaueratic 


manner, apparently proposes to deter- 
mine what we want, what we shall 
have, and what we shall pay for it and, 
short of open revolt, there is very little 
we can do about it, If the price of oth- 
er commercfal products gets out of 
line, we have the right to abstain from 
buying, or we can switch to some oth- 
er comparable product and s0 are 
able to bring pressure to bear on pro-~- 
ducer and distributor. Not so with the 
C.B.C. There areeother comparable 
products to which we. may turn-— 
those of the independent broadcasters, 
or of stations across the line. But, 
though we never listen to a C.B.C. 
broadcast, We still have to pay for it 
or face the possibility of being hailed 
into court as a debtor for a product 
that we have neither bought nor used. 

As many do not like this policy, they 
incline to. pay only on demand, with 
the result that only the most easily 
cornered by the minions of this almost 
perfect bureaucracy pay. the tax for 
the whole. Even if the tax itself were 
sound, the unfairness in its collection 
makes it of dubious merit. But, even 
those who do submit to it still feel 
that an arbitrary ang unexplained in- 
crease is a little too bureaucratic. 
When seekmg new capital, other in- 
dustries submit a balance sheet show- 
ing how the original capital was used 
and what it is proposed to do with the 
new. The C.B.C, does not present suf- 
ficient information for the public to 
determine whether the .investment is 
sound or in the pubic interest. All the 
sources of revenue on which the inde- 
pendent companies must. subsist, and 
apparently do quite satisfactorily, are 
open to the C.B.C. plus the substantial 
item of its tax on the public which, it 
shares with no one. When doubling 
this impost. is proposed, we feel that 
the public is on unassailable grounds 
in démenading more information be- 
fore it buys.

PLANTING PERENNIALS 


September is the month to trans- 
plant perennials. Peonies, tris, Tulips, 
Bleeding Heart, Lillies, Coliinbine and 
Phlox go best when plantéd in the 
fall, Roots and ‘bulbs can “be bought 
now ‘from Nurseries. Peonies and Iris 
after two or three years in one place 
ean be divided and thus more plants 
obtained. Roots of both these plants 
thust not be planted deeper than 2 in- 
ches or they will not do well. © 


GIVE ALFALFA A CHANCE 


There is a danger of winter killing 
if Alfalfa is pastured down too closely 
at this time of year. It is best for Al- 
falfa to go into the winter with 3° to 
6 inches of growth, After freeze up 
Alfalfa is not hurt by foraging . al- 
though the stock may be if steps are 
not taken to protect them from bloat. 


DIGGING GLADS 

Gladiolus corms can be left in the 
ground until a. severe frost has dam- 
aged the tops. Dry the corms well be- 
fore storing in a cool dry place. They 
must not freeze or must: not be wet in 
storage or they will rot. 


KILL THE SPROUTS 


A chemical by the name of Bor- 
sprout is now available to retard the 
growth of sprouts on stored vege- 
tables. In warm basements sprouts 
take much longer to appear and in 
cool basements no: sprouts will appear 
till late spring. We ought to use more 
of these scientific’ discoveries. They 
pay good dividends when used as re- 
commended by the manufacturers. 


‘VEGETABLE STORAGE 


Following the first killing frost, veg- 
etables should remain in the ground 
from seven to ten days, advises P. 


McCalla, Field Crops Branch, Alberta 


Department of Agriculture. This al- 
lows them to ripen and mature before 
being yemoved for storage. 

Root crops can be successfully stor- 
ed in most homes, but it is suggested 
that a small room be used, preferably 
insulated, and as far away from 
furnace as possible. The best type of 
floor ts Wirt or brick. If the floor is 
concrete it should be covered with 
sand, sawdust or peat moss and 
sprinkled with water at regular inter- 
vals. This will maintain the humidity 
ef the room which essential for suc- 
cessful storage, The ‘temperature of 
the room is also an important factor. 
It should never be allowed to drop be- 
low freezing or to rise above 40°F. 360 
- $80 F is a satisfactory tem perature 
for storage purposes. é 

Vegetables euch as carrots and 
beets may be stored in separate bins 
in moist sand or sawdust. Potatoes 
can be stored in open bins. Onions can 
be stored on shelves in shallow contain 
ers. Storing cabbage with a few inch- 
es of the stem left on will aid in pre- 
venting splitting of the head. 

Vegetables are living things’ and 
they should be handled as such at all 
times. Handle carefully .and prevent 
bruising. Bruises act as ports of entry 
for disease organisms and thus affect 
the quality of the stored-product.

- Preparation of the perennial bo 
for winter is associa with a - 
eral clean-up. The erimental - 
tion at Beaverlodge, Alta. has fo 
that the top growth, having servea its 
purpose, is eliminated by cutting as 
close to the root as possible without 
inducing injury. It has been found in. 
cetrain cases that mice will find win- 
ter protection in “vegetation that has 
not been removed. 

In peonies, botrytis blight is usually 
barboured overwinter in stalks at 


with the advent of wet weather in the 
spring. Because the spores: spread to 
the leaves, good sanitation is ‘essential. 
This includés removal of trash about 
the base of the stalks, as well as the 
stalks, and burning 4t, 

Now that the border is receiving ite 
annual overhauling, this is the time to 
make amendments., Common ang old- 
fashion species are distarded and re- 
placed next spring by specimens in 
accord with more modern aesthetic in- 
clinations. Old varieties that have 
yielded well throughout the years are 
replaced with new and superior var- 
leties; for example, the Pacific Hybrid 
delphiniums provide a more favorable 
display than the old varieties which 
are still numerous: throughout the 
countryside. Also, the newer introduc- 
tions of iris having unique color div- 
ersity relieve the monotony of the 
common old blues. 


With time, most perennials produce 
large roots that produce fewer and 
smaller blooms of a generally inferior 
quality. Consequently, the roots is div- 
ided and the younger portions saved 
and transplanted. The centre is dis- 
carded, but, if valuable, may be saved 
for further propagation. Most peren- 
nials should be divided every two to 
three years. Certain ones, such as iris, 
peonies and oriental poppies, are div- 
ided in fall, while division of roots in 
spring is successful with most species. 

In regions of alternate freezing and 
thawing, plants are heaved from the 
soil with consequent winter killing. 
These sudden changes of temperature 
may be overéome by mulching with 
straw, hay, or brush after the ground 
has frozen. Hay and brush are prefer- 
ed because of their freedom from weed 
seeds. Where snow cover. is adequate, 
as in northern-most regions, mulching 
may be unnecessary.

has been dissipated with the ad- 

- of 2,4-D. Nevertheless, this chem- 
‘ieal cannot remove sweet clover from 
crops with the same facility as it does 
stinkweed or certain of the mustards. 
Tests have shown that 6 and 6 ounces, 
acid equivalent per acre of the ester of 
2,4-D are necessary for the effective 
elimination of second-year sweet clov- 
er. This is true only when the legume 
is treated at its most susceptible stage 

Sweet clover forms a_ rosette-like 
head when it resumes’ growth ‘the sec- 
ond year. Following this there is a per- 
iod of, gréat activity in the growth pro- 
cesses of the plant as it extends its 
stalks. This is the vulnerable stage. 
Treatment made later than when the 
legume is eight inches high may result 
in only partial killing of the stalk fol- 
lowed by @ thick régrowth from buds 
below the killed portion, says A. C. 
Carder of the Dominion, experimental 
Station, Beaverlodge, Alta. 

Volunteer plants of sweet clover in 
grass crops are most readily killed by 
2,4-D when the clover is six jnches 
high. At this time the grasses have not 
veached their heading stage, while the 
weeds aré caught at a vulnerable per- 
tod, Second-year sweet clover in grain, 
however, may have to he treated when 
the stage of the grain warrants. In 
this instance, it is also essential that 
the dosage rate be kept to a minimum 
otherwise injury may result to the 
-pereal crop. 

Though evidence suggests that red 
clover and alfalfa are somewhat less 
susceptible to 2,4-D than sweet clover 
iM is doubtful if this chemical can be 
effectively used to remove the latter 
from these crops. This would be par- 
ticularly true where the growing sea- 
aon is short and where delay in the 
maturity, of alfalfa and cloyer seed 
cannot be tolerated.

Anglin, “This dsease is caused by a 


germ that grows in the throat ana | | 
upper air passages producing irrita- i 


tion ana thick mucus which leads to 
severe coughing and choking spasms 
with. difficulty in breathing. Because 
of the smaller air passages in infants, 
whooping cough is more serious in 
this age group; the patient# may ac- 
tually choke to death. If they recover 
from the acute illness, there may be 

weeks and months of prolonged cough 
ing spells which disturb the patient 
as well as everyone else in the house. 

“Fortunately, there is immunization 
available against whooping cough, In 
about 80 per cent of children immuniz- 
ed there appears to -be complete protec 
tion, and in.the remaining group, if the 
disease develops, it is so mild that it 
is not as serious a problem.” 

The auhor states that prevention of 
disease has become one’ of the major 
aims of the medical profession, and 
that the adage “an ounce of preven- | 
tion is worth a pound of cure” applies 
well when one considers many of the 
diseases still prevalent throughout the | 
world. 

He discusses the continued need for 
vaccination against smallpox, stating 
that it is usually recomménded that 
children be vaccinated before one 
year of age. There is less chance of: 
reaction during this period. He also 
says it is wise to re-vaccinate every 
five to seven years. 

Dr. Anglin writes that diphtheria 
has been almost as serious,as small- 
pox in the past. It is a disease caused 
by a germ that spreads rapidly from 
one person to another. Also, some 
people who are in good health may 
carry the germ in the nose and throat 
and spread the disease without know- 
ing what a menace they are to. the 
people with whom they come-in con- 
tact. Most diphtheria deaths occur 
among infants and young children.

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Céol, crisp. fall days are here again 
and the markets abound with a host of 
multicolored autumn vegetables, Egg- 
plant, with ite geep purple colouring, 
is orie of the moat beautiful of all ver- 
etables and is steadily gaining in pop- 
ularity with Canadian housewives. As 
the name suggests, the vegetable is 
somewhat egg-shaped and is usually 
three to five inches, in diameter. Good 
quality egg-plant is generally prepar- 
ed by peeling, slicing, dipping in ege 
and crumbs or a batter and then fry- 
ing until a golden brown, However, it 
may be baked, either plain or stuffed, 
‘or boiled” either alone or in combina: 
tion with other fall vegetables. 

It has been saiq that any non-leafy 
vegetables, except egg-plant, ts likely 
to be some kind of squash. The most 
famous member. of this large squash 
family is the pumpkin which Is used 
primarily for making pies. The other 
members of the family are divided in- 
to two main. groups—summer and 
winter squashes, the latter ripening 
in the late autumn. Vegetable marrow, 
Patty-pan squash, Crookneck and Pep 
per (Danish or Acorn) squashes are 
the most common varieties available 
in Canada at this time of year. Later 
on, winter squashes make their ap- 
pearance. They have yellow flesh, are 
usually larger, ‘firmer and more ma- 
ture than the summer varieties.

The Sea Cadet Movement of the 
Navy League of Canada is not new. 
Since 1896 public- men have 
éontributed without remuneration a 


‘) large part of their spare time for pro- 


motion of Navy League work: The 
Movement was sponsored to help dir- 
ect boys and young men along the roag@ 
to better citizenship. 

For this reason they organised in 
schools, auditoriums, etec., the first Sea 
Cadet Corps. Boys were recruited to 
train them in certain skills of the sea 
and the qualities of good oeitizenship. 

Boys are officially of age for Cadets 
if they are between the ages of 14 and 
19. Small Corps usually havé a junior 
group of boys 12 to 14 years, 

When a boy first joins he is given 
an application form to be filled in and 
signed by his parents. He is then put 
in what is called a Tender division for 
a few weeks to acquaint him with the 
various procedures found in the Corps. 
If he puts in good ‘attendance for a 
given period of time he is then issued 
with a uniform. Cadets are required 
to be on parade regularly because a 
complete uniform costs a lot of money 
and a boy who is given one of those is 
expected to wear it at proper times, 

‘Once he has finished the preliminary 
work he goes on now with Able Cadet 
training usually taken’ in company 
with others of his own age. In our 
Corps we usually run the boys in two 
divisions, Junior and Senior. For clas- 
ses“each of these is split into smaller 
units. 

He will’ take classes in Bends and 
Hitches (Knotting) practising 
using Aldis Langas and Buzzers. His 
Seamanship varies from Traditions of 
the Navy, History of the Navy; to 
anchors cables, running lights, sound- 
ing, boxing the compass, general nav- 
igation. His practical comes when he 
goes to camp. 

He will do squad drill, learn how to 
handle a rifle and a Bren gun. He will 
have organized games. He will have 
the opportunity to get his St. John 
Ambulance Badge.

SURPLUSES AND LOW PRICES 

Every conceivable experiment has 
been tried by man ‘throughout thé 
ages to distribute food in a world that 
always has been and still is hungry, 
and to prevent temporary unmarket- 
able surpluses from. depressing prices 
to farmers. These plans. have all fall- 
ed. At present marketing and distri- 
bution is being done by Governments 
by bulk-buying and selling under In- 
ternational Agreements, with the pro- 
tiles on marketing, however, are begin- 
ning to believe that this may not work, 
q@ise of security to farmers. Authori-' 
and that there may again be tempor- 
ary burdensome surpluses, and Gov- 
ernments may be unable to prevent 
prices falling to low levels. The Food 
and Agricultural Organization are now 
proposing that the day by day mar- 
keting and distribution of grains and 
other commodities should be done 
through the regular trade channels, 
but that an International Commodity 
Clearing House should be set up 
which with five billion dollars sub- 
scribed by all countries would stand 
ready to buy up quickly. at market 
prices unmarketable surpluses before 
they depress prices, and that the or- 
ganization would then sell these 
temporary surpluses at greatly reduc- 
ed prices to certain countries in grave 
need of food, and which could not af- 
ford to buy at regular market prices. 

The idéa is intriguing and is to be 
thoroughly discussed by the United 
Nations in the near future.
